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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 2 of the applicant's response, the 
applicant argued that the prior art of the record fail to teach "data transmission works in a predetermined communication protocol" and 
"without controlling the control information according to the predetermined communication protocol" of claim 1. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As shown in paragraph [0007], and Fig. 1, upon receipt of the packet PI, the CR1 searches a label table held therein using a 
value of the label L1 1 added to the packet PI, and determines an output line 1020-1 and a label L12 (112) for outputting. The routing table 
is considreed one element of predetermined communication protocol in order to make the MPLS routing work in accordance to OSI model. 
Also, as it was explained in the previous action and Fig. 1 of Akahane, the encapsulated information contains the control data that is not 
being used when the MPLS device is routing the packets utilizing the label's control information. On page 3 of the applicant's response, the 
applicant argued that the prior art of the record fail to teach "a simple transfer of unaltered control information from the Data 
Communications Channel (DCC)" of claim 3. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown in, paragraph [0006] fo Booth, the bytes of the 
section overhead are reserved for a section data communication channel (DCC) that is traditionally used to communicate control 
information. Also, Fig. 3 discloses the packet structure that comprises header and payload which the payload is consists of user data. The 
remaining rejected claims maintain their rejection in accordance to above explanations.
